it is all clean, Rinse with clear water, and 
wipe as dry as possible witha cloth ;

Iron on 
the wrong side, placing a piece of black cam- 
bric over it, and iron until perfectly dry. 
Then lay the pieces away without folding. 
Spots of grease disappear from silk if covered 
with magnesia or French chalk. Let it stand 
all night, and shake it off in the morning. If 
the spots have not entirely disappeared, re- 
peat the process. All grease spots should be 
treated in this way before the silk is sponged. 
Black woolen goods can be cleaned by wash- 
ing in suds in which a little borax has been 
dissolved.

black with diamond dye, and handsome 
dresses made of them, Shabby black velvet 
is easily renovated by applying water with a 
stiff brush, rubbing it into the pile to take 
out the stains and creases, then hold the vel- 
vet over a hot iron until the steam raises the 
pile and it is perfectly dry.
